Home are hereby authorized to appropriate out of the
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current expense fund of said institution, an amount of
money not to exceed fifty dollars for each pupil of the
Home maintained by the state in the state normal
schools, and also a further amouat, not to exceed three
hundred (300{] dollars to defray the necessary expenses
of the boy who may be admitted to the naval school
at Annapolis, Maryland, by appointment of the presi-
dent of the United Btates: provided, that no part of
such appropriation shall be used, unless in the opinion
of saicf trustees such appropriation shall be necessary,
and after the amount appropriated under the pro-
visions of section 1, chapter 49 of the general laws of
1870 shall have been expended.

already drawn from the treasury for that purpose : pro-
vided, that any balance of money remaining in the
hands of said board of trustees the first day of Septem-
ber of any year, as shown by their report, or not
accounted for by vouchers deposited in the office of
the secretary state, shall be deducted by the secretary
of state from the next annual appropriation thereafter.
